A Canadian Wit,

George T. Lanigun, one if toe most 
brilliant writers that Canada has given 
to the world, was born at 8t. Charles, 
rear Three Rivers, in the province of 
on December 10, 185. He died 
while on thé #taff of the 
Record, on February 5, 1886, He attend- 
ed the High School at Montreal, woere 
be became the favorite pupil and life 
long friend of Georgy Murmy, the famous 
clas ical teacher and poet. At about six- 
teen Lanigan took up telegraphy, soor 
acquiring ubcommon speed and accuracy, 
forming a friendly rivalry with Thomas 
Alva Edison at the key. Like Edison, 
he perfected a handwriting as legible as 
print. During tue Fenian raid on Cancda, 
in 1866, he sent important despatches to 
New York journals. In 1867 he establish- 
ed in Montreal, with Robert Graham and 
other friends, the Free Lance, a satirical 
weekly paper, to whieh the present writer 
wes a contributor, From the Free Press 
grew the Star, of waich Lanigan was the 
first editor, contributing a serial story, 
never reprinted, 

In 1870 Lanigan removed to the United 
States; in 1871 he ‘was in Chicago on the 
fateful pight of its great fire, He realized 
at once that in a few hours the whole 
city might be a mass of ruins. He/ ac- 
cordingly hastened to South Caica took 
hold of the wire at a ‘local wr and 
telegraphed the World a story sud as 
appeared in no other journal of New 
York. Only sheer,exhaustion removed 
hand from the telegrapn key. This 
feat led to him being brought to head- 
quarters by the editor of the World, Much 
of bia raciest work was published in its 
pages, including his famous Fables. These

OTTAWA Ont.—Canada bas spent over 
$54,000,000 in the establisament of returied 
soldiers on the land, ‘This figure re- 
presents over 27,000 individual ex-service 
imen wwho ‘have benefited from the law 
wwhieh bad for its twit alms soldier re- 
establishment and the develépment of the 
agricultural resources af the dominion. 
It represents 80 per cent of Canada’s ex- 
service men woo have gone back to he 
Jand and 30 per cent of the men of Nhe 
Canadiatw army who were demobilized as 
medically fit. 

Under the law any ex-service man elig- 
ible from a military standpoint having 
seen service overseas ‘may apply for loans 
up to a maximum of $7500 for the follow- 
ing purposes: For the purchase @f land 
$4,000; for stock and equipment $2,000; 
for permanent improvemeria $1,000. if 
on encumbered land, the exsoldier is en- 
titled to loans amounting to $5,000; If on 
free dominion land, to loans amounting 
to $5,000. In the case of purchased land 
the settler must pay ten per cent of the 
coat price of tne land as % guarantee of 
good faith. 

These benefits are opea to men of the 
Canadian Expeditionary Forces, to ex ser- 
vice men o€ Great Brite'r the dominions 
and the Allied forces, who lived in Canada 
pay to the war, and to ex-service men 
lof the imperial or dominions forces, if 
on their arrival in Canada they spend a 
sufficient time to gain practical agricuitu- 
ral experience on Canadian farma, The 
Imperials, however, are required to pay 
20 per cent of the expendatures for all 
purposes cash down,

Against the background of his na- 
tive Venice, queen of the Adriatic, the 
beautiful and pi®uresque city which 
évolved from the miserable little 
islands where the handful of pecpie 
driven by Attila and his Huns into 
the sea, had settled centuries earlier.

Titian, who is considered by many 
eminent authorities to be the greatest 
painter of the Renaissance. Born in 
1477, the son of a soldier, and early 
in life a pupil of the Bellini brothers 
founders of the Venetian school 
painting, Titian left an amazing rec- 
cra of work, lasting over the greater 
part of a century, and when death 
stole upon him at the ace of 69, it 
found him hard at work in the midst 
of a plaguoe-stricken city, painting 
with undimmed eye and unabated 
power and vigor. Necessarily brief 
though Dr, (Millar's review .was, he 
touched upon all the vital facts of 
‘)Titlan’s career, and gave fascinating 

glimpses to inspire nia hearers with @ 

desire to go more deeply into the sub- 
ject. Dr, Millar Jaid special atress 
on Titian'’s wonderful coloring, and 
the abounding vitality ana streneth 
that are churacteristics of his paint- 
ings. (With amazing versatility hie 
subjects included all classes

raising it one degree centigrade. 
People who study diet do this already. 
To them a calorie is the amount of 
hest required to raise @ kilogram of 
water one degree centigrade.

station over half ® mile away where 
it is badly needed, while others con- 
tend that this would be too sane ® 
policy to expect from the railWay au- 
thofities who are giving Evansbure 
the scanda'tously inadequate = train 
and snail service to which it hag been 
treated during the past six months. 
The accommodation at the G.T.P 
station is totally inadequate both for 
the travelling public and for the

Novel Balloon of Rigid Type, 530 Feet Long, Different From Any

Carry Over Two Hundred People 


A model of an “aerocrulser,” 
expected to be built, is exhibited in 
Washington. It is a balloon of the 
rigid type, 530 feet long (as contem- 
plated), but altogether different frorm 
any type of airship hitherto designed. 
in section, it has the shape of a horse- 


shoe and go may be said to run on 
an “air rail,” as it were. Hang a 
narrow mattress lencthwise over a 


wide piank and it will give you a 
crude notion of the form of the great 
gas-bag. 

The space beneath the top and be- 
tween the two sides of the gas-barc 
torms the “air rail.’ Inside of this 
space revolve six propellers (three 
above and three below); and, inas- 
much as {t is relatively confined, be- 
ing inclosed on three sides the ¢ur- 
rent of air generated blows like a 
storm wind through it.

Have you ever given a thought to 
the leader of the popular dance or- 
chestra? Not the man who ieads the 
head-liners, the recognized master, 
but the thousand and ene others who, 
with, their orchestra, furnieh alike 
the Marge city and the smal! town 
with that compelling life-enjoying 
element—dance music. Did you erer 
gtop to think of him as being as much 
a public servant as a mayor’? He is. 
Just ag the mayor is elected by pou- 
lar approval so ie the leader elected, 
both by popular approvai and the di- 
vine right of fitness He is paid by 
the public and works for the enjoy- 
ert of the public and he knows his 
job. 

He has an organization back of him 
too; helpers whom he has picked care- 
fully; men who are attuned to his 
views and enjoy their work. You 
surely have @anced to their music 
somewhere. Perhaps you noticed the 
perfect rhythsm and harmonic co-or- 
dination; marvelled at it, and yet did 
not realize that what you heard for 
one evening was the result of many 
hours of intense practice. That 
rhythmic quality, those indefinable 
shadings, from the sweetest pianissimo 
to the grandest fortissimo, meant 
hours of hard work to the orchestras 
members and the leader—especially 


the leader. 
You did not hear the dance eelection 
as it was really written. What 


caressed your ears was the selection 
after it had been played over and over 
again; after the non-essentials had 
been cast out; after a particular sty!e 
of playing had been decided upon. 
That was what you heard—the finish- 
ed product. The true melody was not 
inissing Oh, no It was there, 
stronger and more balanced than in 
the original score.
